SPY CHARGES 


East Orange, N. J., Man Gets 
Hearing in Paris; Sent 
Back to Jail. 


Paris, M arch 17 (AP).—At two 
hearings before Magistrate Benon 
Wednesday, Robert Gordon Switz, of 
East Orange. New Jersey, denied 
charges of espionage against France. 
He was sent back to jail pending 
further investigation by the author­ 
ities detailed to the case. Mr. Switz 
and his wife are charged with being 
leaders in a spy gang. 
Mr. Switz asserted at the first 
hearing th a t the charges were a 
"frame up,” and reiterated his as­ 
sertion at the second hearing. 
The two Americans were shown a 
film containing various geometric 
designs, alleged to be a code bear­ 
ing their fingerprints. 
Mr. Switz 
said he had handled a film given 
him by a chance acquaintance in 
Switzerland, and expressed the be­ 
lief th at this person was a member 
of the French foreign service. Mrs 
Switz denied ever seeing the film. 
In Good Health 
Both appeared to be in good 
health. They have been in jail since 
December. 
The films came into the hands of 
the French police through the me­ 
dium of a mysterious person in G e­ 
neva, who said he had been asked 
to carry them to Switzerland. 
After developing them, the police 
I found what they allege to be crypto­ 
graphic m arks which have not yet 
been completely deciphered. 
A foreign chemist, whose name 
has not been revealed, told the 
magistrate th at Mr. Switz had pre­ 
sented him to a Russian named 
Mackovic who has been sought as a 
leader in an espionage ring.

from the discovery, announced last 
November by the institute, by the 
virus which caused the St. Louis 
outbreak. 


I n j e c t i o n s Vary 
The new steps are described in 
“Science,” 
the 
technical journal 
used by scientists to give their fel­ 
low workers first information. 
The 
Rockefeller work was done by Les­ 
ter T. Webster and George L. Fite. 
The vaccine is the virus which 
came originally from brains of St. 
Louis 
sleeping 
sickness 
victims. 
W hether it acts as a protective vac­ 
cine depends on the part of the 
body which it is inoculated. 
Placed In the noses or the brains 
of mice it was fatal. 
A hundred 
thousandth of a gram in the nose 
caused death and a millionth of a 
gram in the brain was lethal. 
Remarkable Protection 
But when this same virus was 
used as a vaccine injected under 
the skin it gave remarkable protec­ 


tion. 
Skin injections ranging 
as 
small as one hundredth to the mil­ 
lionth of a gram of virus protected 
the mice against a million doses 
of the virus in the 
brain 
and. 
against a thousand of 
them 
in, 
the nose. 
The report observes 
that 
mice 
are highly susceptible to the disease 
and says: “This induced active im­ 
munity has persisted 
for 
three 
weeks and, doubtless, much longer.” 
Further experiments prove that 
the virus which 
caused 
the St. 
Louis sleeping sickness is not nec­ 
essarily the same as tliat produc­ 
ing outbreaks of the same disease 


elsewhere. Japan had such an out­ 
break last summer and examina­ 
tion 
at 
the Rockefeller institute 
shows 
that 
Japanese 
virus 
was 
somehow different. This difference 
was found in the serum taken from 
the blood of 
Japanese 
sleeping- 


give animals any immunity against 
the St. Louis virus. Yet the serum 
from St. Louis patients acted dif­ 
ferently and gave immunity against 
the St. Louis type.
